That passive resistance in 
the Netherlands has been a 
source of great worry to the 
Germans is shown by the 
German announcement that 
General Winkelmann, Ne- 
therlands Commander - in -

The official reason is that General 
Winkelmann and’ his- subordinates 
have not observed the rules laid down 
for the demobilization of the army 
and navy and the work of demobilisa> 
tion has thus been “disturbed.” 

The function of Netherlands 
Commander-in-Chief is therefore 
abandoned, states the German an- 
nouncement, and the Netherlands 
people are warned there must be 
no further interference with de- 
mobilisation. 

This justifies the suspicion that dis- 
turbances in Holland must have been 
pretty serious and wide-spread.

. JAPAN ASKS HITLER 


The Tokyo report that a Japanese 
envoy is seeking a conference with 
Dictator Hitler on Japan’s position 
relative to French, British and. Dutch 
holdings in Asia may be. taken as an 
indication of a desire to get a de- 
finite promise’ before getting :too far 


to turn back. But this also strongly- 


suggests that there is not 
agreement by which the Japanese 
could know just where they were 
going if they started to move in on 
Indo-China or Hong Kong. 

The report that the Japanese am- 
bassador to Berlin is under instruc- 
tions to see Foreign Minister von Rib- 
bentrop if he cannot see Hitler him- 
self implies that Japan is on ’ the 
asking end of the, deal, apparently 
uncertain as to the reception to be 
expected from the Hitler camp. If this 
deduction be .correct it must be as- 
sumed that the Japanese moves about 
Indo-China and Hong Kong so far are 
in the, nature of build-up, with free- 
dom of choice between active aggres— 
sion, watchful waiting or withdrawal, 
as developments may require. If the 
choice must depend on word from 
Hitler there is likely to be more 
watchful waiting. : 

For reasons readily apparent, Ja- 
pan does not want Nazi control in 
this part of the world any more 
than anybody else does. But she 
would like the opportunity to possess 
the Far Eastern spoils of the Euro- 
pean war, would like to have the 
dictators’ consent to pick up, whatever 
is loose or can be loosened at little 
cost. But what can Japan offer the 
dictators? ‘ 

The navy is the one 
panese force not nearing exhaustion 
from the conquest of China, the 
one that is itching for action. But 
the navy cannot offer much unless 
the dictators are able to get the up- 
per hand in the Mediterranean and 
really make a bid for control of com- 
merce and political control in the 
direction of the Far East.

THE DRUG TRAFFIC 
Anyone who had. to choose on a 
bookstall between the forbidding- 


looking annual report of the Egyptian 
Central Narcotics Bureau and a de- 


tective story would hardly take the 


first for excitement. Yet unless the 
thriller was quite exceptionally good 
the choice would be wrong. ‘The re- 
ports of Sir Thomas Russell Pasha are 
fascinating their glimpses of the 
dreadful underworld of the interna- 
tional drug traffic. Two instances 
from his latest report (for 1939) may 
be quoted. The reader will see repro- 
duced a picture of the interior of a 
camel’s stomach. It was a remarkable 
camel, because it had been able to 
swallow twenty-five heavy containers 
or cylinders, each six inches by one 
and a half and each weighing over 
half a pound, Yet it travelled and . 
worked without apparently much in-. 
convenience ‘to itself. These con- 
tainers, which contained hashish and 
opium, had been forced down the 
camel’s throat and lodged in’ the sacks 
in which the camel stores his water. 
This was done in Palestine, and the 
camel (with its fellows treated in the 
same way) was driven across the 
Sinai desert — a week’s Journey — to 
Egypt, where, if the police had not got: 
in first, the animal’ would have been 
killed and the drugs distributed. 

Another strange story concerns .the 
sudden discovery that vast areas of 
hashish were under cultivation in the 
Lebanon, where it was supposed to be 
prohibited. The French’ Government 
stepped in and found that many of 
the governing classes (including a 
Cabinet Minister) had been defying 
the mandatory authorities, and that 
when the small cultivators saw the 
example their betters set them they 
too joined in.. They found eloquent 
defenders, such as the writer in thr 
Syrian press who said: — : 

I do not believe that the breaking of 
the regulations of the League of Na- 
tions constitutes a crime when one 
considers the numerous infringements 
by the most civilised European coun- 
tries of the basic laws of the League. 
So far as harm to humanity goes, I 
do not think that one could charge 


‘with erime a feeble and: poor people 


who, not willing. to die of starvation, - 
allow the foreigner to die by the slow - 
and joyful method of hashish. We 
have been led ta this conviction after 
having. witnessed the great evils in- 
flicte? by the civilised races on more 
feeble races. ; 

The Devil is never at.a loss for an 
argument. Russell Pasha writes with 
foreboding on the possibility that the 
war ‘may remove the checks on the 


‘drug traffic—‘every drug trafficker 


in the world is gleefully looking 
forward to profits on a far vaster 
scale.” - He views with especial 
anxiety the flow of white drugs from 
the Far East; which he ‘thinks is likely 
to grow in volume, It is to be hoped 
that the Leagtte’s efforts to keep down 
the traffic will be strengthened in 
spite of all the difficulties that the 
war imposes.—“‘Manchester Guardi~ 
an. s : eth iS . .

Greenland is an island, the largest 
island in the world, measuring more 
It is true 
that almost six-sevenths of the total 
area is covered with an enormous and 
continuous ice-cap which is uninhabit- 
able and almost inaccessible, but at 
the present moment, in seventy dif- 
ferent settlements and trading places, 
there are about 17,000 colonists en- 
tirely cut off from Denmark and their 
only source of supplies. 

Since 1776 Greenland trade has 
been carried on at the cost of the 
Danish Government. The Royal Green- 
land‘“Trade” or Trading Company has 


‘\the sole right of navigating and trad- 


ing in these parts. Both Danish sub- 
jects and foreigners alike are for- 
bidden to trade with the. Greenlanders 
or Danish settlers and all vessels met 
off these coasts by Danish  war- 
ships are bound to submit to the right 
of search. : ; 

Denmark made a “closed country” 
of Greenland so that the Greenlander 
should continue as far as possible to 
pursue his natural economy and to 
live his own life, that contact with the 
Danes. should aim at bringing to 


justify large-scale mining operations. 
It is found and worked at only one 
spot in the: country—at Ivigtut, on the 
shores of the Arsuk Fiord. Since 1865 
a monopoly for this mining 
has. been granted to the 
Cryolite Mining and Trading Com—-' 
pany, under the terms of which con- 
tract one-third of the net profits 
went back to the Greenlanders. 


Since 1782 it was recognised that the 
provinces of North and South Green- 
land were virtually two separate cout- 
tries, one inside and the other out- 
side the Arctic Circle, and in each the 
regime of life is entirely different, 
each showing quaint . differences in- 
the matter of “human response.” Each 
has therefore its own Parliament to ad- 
minister its own affairs, the Northern 
Parliament — consisting of twelve

civilisation as far as they could be 
assimilated and adopted, without its 
disadvantages. In other words, the 
aim was to create a good Greenlander 
and not a poor imitation of a Dane. 

The rate of progress from Stone 
Age culture to ability to participate 
in the general cultural life of Europe 
should not proceed at a quicker rate 
than the majority of natives can keep 
pace with, The Greenlanders them~ 
selves could not possibly handle the 
trade, they have no’ natural ability 
for commerce, and to grant them entire 
freedom of trade at present would be 
but to hand them over to deal with 
private individuals rather than with 
a protective and benign State. . It 
worked in this way. In Copenhagen 
there existed a special department of 
the Ministry of the Interior whose 
function it was to deal with all af- 
fairs relating to trade, health, religion, 
and education in Greenland, This de- 
partment (the Gronland ‘Styrelse) was 
presided over by a director under 
whom thtre was an assistant who was 
responsible for the purchase of com- 
modities to be sent to Greenland. and 


for the sale of all merchandise export~_ 


ed from Greenland. ; 

Wheaten flour, coarse rye meal, rice, 
wooden: boards for house~-building, 
coffee, sugar, tobacco, rubber boots, 
fishing tackle, net strings, jronware, 
enamel-ware, fabrics, glass and china 
were sent to Greenland, while the 
State ships, which normally make the 
voyage to Greenland four times a 
year, brought back cargoes of skins 
of fox, bear, seal and narwhal, ivory 
tusks, and. barrels of blubber. At the 
end of’ the financial year every penny 
of profit on’ this trade went to the 
Greenlander in ‘the form of a bonus. 

The only mineral that has become 
an article of trade and given rise to 


a commercial undertaking in mining. 


is cryolite, that rare fluoride of 
aluminium and sodium which is large- 
ly used for the making of opalescent 
glass and, with bauxite, in the pro- 
duction -of aluminium. Greenland is 
the. country in the world where this 
mineral occurs extensively enough to 


members elected on the basis of pro- 
portional representation—-meeting at 
Godhavn, and the Southern Parliament 
meeting at Godthaab. The next large 
administrative unit is the Sysler,.‘a 
county which has a council called the 
Sysselraad to administer its affairs and 
is presided over by a Dane who is the .

colony. Every little settlement, or. 
Udsted, has its own Community Coun- 
cil (Kummuneraad), whose chief 
function is the administration of re- 
lief to the poor and needy. The chair- 
men of these councils serve on the 
Sysselraad of their districts, All this 
has arisen out of Denmark’s conscious- 
ness of. responsibility as trustee of 
these “backward inhabitants.” . 


- No charge was levied on the.Green- 
landers for medical attention and 
schooling was free, North and South 
Greenland each can boast an excel- 
lent newspaper’ issued monthly and 
given gratis. All Greenlanders over the 
age of 58 were given a pension by the 
Danish Government (44 10s. a year 
to a single: person and-£6 15s,-to a . 
married couple). : 

To the people of Denmark the pos~ 
session of their Greenland colony was 
a costly luxury, the only justification 
for the possession of which was the 
recognition of a cultural obligation to 
the natives. Greenland was their trust 
—a trust nobly discharged. Every 
outlying “dwelling place” of Green~ 
land received daily from:-Denmark 2 —. 
wireless programme, the news being. . 
broadcast in Danish and’ Greenlandic. 

But what is the situation to-day?
